IT IS not enough that a roller bed should have 
wheels in order to roll from one room to an- 
other. The Duofold Roller Bed is light — 
easy for a woman to roll, and the large bakelite 
wheels on roller-'bearing casters ride easily over 
the edges of rugs without injury to them, and 
without the sHghtest mar to highly polished floors. 
These are advantages that a woman will appre- 
ciate. In addition, the base of the bed carriage is 
covered with felt that protects both furniture and 
woodwork. 

Another feature about the Duofold Roller Bed is 
the fact that, because of its narrow width, it is not 
awkward to handle; it is compact and easy to 
guide. Then again, because it is narrow, it can 
be swung into a closet off the narrowest hallway, 
and the closet itself can be a small one, thus sav- 
ing floor space.

THE Duofold Roller Bed can be rolled from 
the crate in which it comes, into the room 
ready for use. No adjustments to make, no 
installing necessary, no hammers or holes, no labor 
or labor cost.

If it is desired to combine with the closet, a space 
for hanging clothes or for dressing, this can be 
easily done as show^n in the plan at the bottom of 
Page 4. And it can be done with a narrow door 
oflF a narrow hall — something that no other roller 
bed makes possible.

IT IS but a simple matter to prepare the Pivot 
Bed for use. It swings out of the closet at a 
touch, is then lowered and opened the same as 
the other Duofold Beds. It is also well balanced 
by springs so that raising and lowering is effortless. 
The head end and the upper part of the foot end 
do not, fold back but are bolted to the frame and 
cannot fall over on the bed. An exclusive safety 
lock positively prevents the bed from jack-knifing 
when opened.

THE Duofold Pivot Bed is most often used in 
connection with a closet in which clothes 
are hung or in which dressing space is pro- 
vided. Because the bed swings back out of the 
way, taking but little ;space, it is well adapted to 
such use. And whether the bed is in the closet or 
out and opened, there is plenty of space for a per- 
son to get into the closet. 

Only half the floor space required for other 
pivot beds, is necessary for the Duofold. The 
closet need be but 30'^ deep from the inside of the 
door, and only 44'' wide, although it is usually 
made 60'' or more in width to make it available' for 
other uses. 

If made deeper, the closet may be used for dress- 
ing, for a chest of drawers in one end, or may have 
a door to an adjoining bath.

Installation is simple 

THE installation of the Pivot Bed is easy and can be made by 
an inexperienced man in about 25 minutes. The bed is shipped 
completely assembled except for two brackets. One of these 
is bolted to the bed carriage, the other fastened to the floor and door 
jamb. The bed is then lifted and the holes in the bed bracket shpped 
over the screw bolts in the bracket that has been fastened to the 
jamb. Two acorn nuts are screwed on the screw bolts to give a fin^ 
ished appearance, and the bed is ready for use. There are no ad- 
justments nor springs to be attached. This is all done at the factory. 

A 2'6'' x6'8'' door is recommended but one that is high gives 
sufficient clearance. It is preferable to hang the bed on the jamb op- 
posite from that on which the door is hung. However, this is not 
imperative as the pivot arm is long enough to clear the door when it 
is flush against the wall The pivot arm is so made that, when swung 
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out of the closet, no part of the 
bed can come in contact with the 
jamb, door, or wall and mar 
them.

BOVE are shown floor plans for 
two kinds of installations of 
the Pivot Bed. The one at 
the left provides no space for storage 
although a few hooks and diagonal 
shelves could be put in the right rear 
corner. In this installation the bed 
has been hung on the same side as the 
door, with the bed opening to the 
right. Usually the bed and door are 
hung on opposite sides. 

The installation at the right shows 
a bigger closet and it can be made as 
much larger as desired. The closet in 
this case can also be used for clothes storage and a dressing room. The bed and door have been hung on 
opposite sides and the bed opens to the right. If the wall of the room is too close to permit of the bed 
opening to the right, the bed could still be hung on this side but opened to the left.

THE Seng Duofold Recess Bed takes the smallest floor space 
of any concealed bed made — folded it takes less than 3^2 
square feet. Opened it takes 27 square feet. It is the most 
compact closet bed made for two people, and yet it is a thoroughly 
comfortable bed. 

The closet depth needed is but 18 inches from the inside of the 
door. Where possible, a 2'x8" x 6'8'' door is recommended, al- 
though a 2'6" door can be used if the bed is placed in the closet 
carefully, and if the door will swing wide open till it parallels the 
wall.

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How to operate 

ONE easy motion brings the bed 
down, and as it lowers it auto- 
matically comes forward so that 
when the feet touch the floor, the bed is 
out of the closet completely. Springs 
balance the bed so that it works smoothly 
and easily, without strain on the person 
operating it. There is no danger of the 
bed dropping heavily on the floor, or fly- 
ing back into the closet while lowering 
or raising it. 

If the bed is hung on the same side of 
the jamb as the door, the bed when 
opened, sets from the wall — plenty 
of room for both bed and door if the door 
is opened wide. It is better, however, to 
hang the bed on the opposite side from 
the door. Beds can be had opening to 
the left or right without extra charge. 

When open, the bed is automatically 
locked; it cannot fold or fly up. Only 
the feet on the foot end fold, the up- 
per part of the foot being bolted to the 
frame.

THE Duofold Recess Bed is also shipped completely assembled 
ready to slide into the closet when uncrated. Complete in^ 
stallation can be made by an inexperienced man in thirty 
minutes, by an experienced man in much less time. 
Eight bolt holes are bored in the floor according to a template 
provided with each bed. The two rear bolts are screwed down 
within Yi^' of the floor and the bed slid into the closet until the 
two slots in the back of the base engage these two bolts. The two 
front bolts are then put in and screwed down, after which the bed 
is lowered so that the four middle bolts can be put in and the rear 
ones screwed down. For additional safety, two braces are provided 
which run from the angle frame fastened to the base, to the inside 
of the door jamb. These are attached to the jamb with two screws. 

The bed is best installed on the usual double floor although a 
single floor is strong enough if the braces are attached to the inside 
of the jamb. The average net weight of the Recess Beds is 125 
pounds and the approximate shipping weight 175 pounds. The 
dimensions of the base are 17]/2''x 26'' and the height 77".

Mattresses are not included in the price of the 
beds and are not shipped unless specifically ordered.

The weight of the inner spring 
mattress is approximately 23 pounds and the cotton 
felt mattress 45 pounds.
